EMBALMED ALIVE 4

Recently a soldier from an cutlying 
unit went to a local economy, civilian 
restaurint. He had drunk one Viet- 
munése beer, pirt of a second, and sud- 
dendy.: lost consciousness and collaps- 
ed onto the fleor without incurring head 
injury. 

This occurred at approximately 1900 
hours, nnd he was promptly taken by 
his friends to the nearest medical 
facility; hopefully they had admin- 
istered individual first aid by check- 
ing his airway and treating for ps- 
sible shock. 

He failed to regain ccnsciousness 
at the initial medical facility and 
began to hive convulsions. By the time 
"Dustoff" cvicurated him to a local 
hospital only 30-45 minutes had elapsed 
-—-yct he had undergone two major con- 
vulsions. 

On arrival at the hospital further 
testing wis done and more definitive 
treatment was begun. From his arrival 
at approximately 2000 hours,until 0530 
the following morning,he had five more 
major ccnvulsions, began urination g 
blood and did not reyain consciousness 
despite continuous intensive medical 
treatment. 

Finally at about 0830 he began to 
respond to the spoken voice, but sub - 
sequently lapsed into a coma from which 
he began to recover several hours 12t- 
er. He continued this improvement and 
decline course with gradual overall 
improvement in the next few days. 

He wis eventually ible to return to 
duty and could perform without diffi- 
culty, however,he had complete amnesia 
of the events immediately -prior to 
drinking the beer and of the first two 
or three days at. the hospital. 

The beer had been contiuminatud by 
methyl alcohol. Medically speaking, 
it doesn't matter how or why the wood 
alcohol was in the beer since the ef- 
fect is the same on the patient. The 
methyl alcohol is absorbed directly 
through the stomach ani is immediately 
changed by oxication to formildehyde. 

Formaldehyde is commercially utili- 
zed as embalming fluid. The body can- 
not break down or metabolize formalcc- 
hyde except in smill quantities and 
over 2 prolonge! period, and it is 
poisonous to the liver, kidney And 
brain cells. 

In summiry, this person wis literal- 
ly "pickled" or embalmed and is lucky

CHU LAI, RVN, 178th ASHC-IO 

Quick action and the right decision a 
saved the lives of crewmembers of a 
"Chinook" CH-47B belonging to the 178th 
Assault Support Helicopter....Company 
"Boxcars" when it was forced down-by 
intense hostile fire while on a tacti- 
cil emergency resupply mission recently 
northwest of Chu Lai, 

Aircrift Commander, Chief Warrant 
Officcr Fred lindsley, Lebanon, Tenn., 
and pilot Warrant Officer Charles 
Preaus, Tulsa, Qkla., responded to an 
urgent request. of the 198th Light In- 
fantry Brigade to resppply two forward 
fire bases, one of which was under 
mortar attack, Enroute, anc climbing 
to 2400 fect they heard the heartstop- 
ping sound of 50 caliber slugs ripping 
through their fusclage, to be followed 
by a loud prinding from the arena of 
the combing trinsmission, 

The next thing they heard was the 
voice of the flight engineer, Special- 
ist Five Earl Evans, Portland, Ind., 
shouting, "Get us on the ground, we!re 
on fire!" | 

The crew remiined calm and Mr.Lind- 
sley started an immediate cmergeney 
descent while Mr. Preaus keycd amıyday 
call on the guard emergency radio fre- 
quency. 

Meanwhile, Specialist Evans atten 
pted to fight the fire with an exting- 
uisher; anl! his efforts kept the fire 
at bay until they could get the aircraft 
on the ground, and as if the fire was 
not cnourh to keep them occupied, the 
number-two engine failcd on:the way down. 

Realizing tht their sling held a 
load of ammunition, aircraft. commander 
Lin'sley didn't relcase the load until 
they were 200 yards from their linling 
point. Immediately on touchdown they 
removed the weapons from the aircraft 
and established security of the area, 

Specialist Evans hid to be .bocily 
removed from his position inside the 
aircraft fighting the fire, ind he 
emphasized, "I've spent six months 
buil"ing this birl, I'm not going to 
lot it burn now!" After Evans left 
the. aircraft, further attempts were 
made to fight the fire with cxtinguish- 
crs and sand. 

Despite their efforts "Boxcar 470" 
burned to the sccticn just aft of the 
fuel cells in the centcr of the aire 
crift. When the fire was finally put 
cut, the fuel cclls, themselves filled

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COMPUTER CORNER |

Computer Corner had a good year in 
predicting major sports cvents this 
year: In the World Scries the elect- 
ronic whiz selecterl the Detroit Tigers 
over the St. Louis Cardinals, favored 
at 8-to-5; and advised against t h.c 
proposition which labeled the Baltimore 
Colts 18-point favorites over the New 
York Jets. 

"Ball Control" statistics, onc of 
the important classcs of sports stats 
which the computer has helped identify 
and weigh in order of importince, have 
contributed to the electronic analyzers 
predictive accuracy. 

What are thesc important ball cont- 
rol stats? 

In football they are--interceptions, 
fumbles and punts—all give-ups; in 
basketball it is the rebound; and in 
baseball it is the "balance" between 
batting anc pitching. 

Each of these stats has the quali- 
ty that a "credit" for one team is a 
"debit" for the other. The intercept- 
ion in football, for cxamplc, mcans 
zall control and field position, ani 


zives the intercepting squad a chance” 


at a run-back, If two teams arc equal- 
ly matched at the outset. of the game, 
they may lose two or threc-.dewns on 
this interception--and if ‘the inter- 
ecpting team makes a first clown on this 
scrics the loss costs another 4 clowns. 
The interception has added six plays 
to one team, cost the other team six 
plays providing 25% more opportunit - 
les to score. Except for a scoring 
run or pass, the interception is the 
nost important play in football. It 
is a potential l4-point play--7=-points 
you may loseby giving up ball control, 
and 7=points the intercepting team 
zains if they score, 

The "punt" is another five-up, and 
another ball control statistic. Com- 
oarc the 81 punts the L.A. kams had 
this year, tops in thc NFL, with the 
nodest 49 punts for the Baltimore Colts, 
lcague ‘champs. Obviously the Ram's 
offense suffered. You can't score 
without the ball. 

Fumbles are also ball-control stats, 
but they are not as important in the 
overall picture as punts and intorcep- 
tions. i 

In basketball the "rebound" is the 
important ball control stat—it. is 
also a potential 4-point play. Your

CHU LAI, RVN, 335th TC-IO 

On Mar. 4, 1969 the 335th Transpor- 
tation Company (Aircraft Direct Sup- 
port) wis called on to recover a ship 
belonging to the 54th Medical Detach- 
ment that hzd been shot down the pre- 
vious day by sniper fire southwest of 
Tinh Phuc airstrip, about 25 miles 
northwest of Chu lai, 

A security force wie moved into the 
arca of the downed chopper becuasc of 
reported cnemy activity to provide 
protection for the ship that night and 
the rccovery opcration to be made the 
next day. Two Cobra gunships and onc 
"Huey" troop-carrying "slick" from the 
l23rd Aviation Battalion's "Acroscout" 
company provided acrial sccurity for 
the recovery tcam. 

While the area was being secured 
two men had been lost and seven more 
wounded. | 

Corminding the recovery ship was 
Chic Warrent Officer Don L., Sewell 
fram San Antonio, Tcx., his co-pilot 
Captain Karl R, Griffin, Nowport Nuws, 
Va., crewchicf Specialist Five William 
H. Carney, Nashville, Tenn.,and gunner 
Staff Sergeant William G., Yates, Jr,, 
Clinton, Miss. 

The rirging team was headed by SSG 
Randall L, Farrior,Copperas Covc,Tex., 
and included mechanics SP5 James R. 
Terhune, Lebanon, Orc., and SPA Lynn 
Morikawa from Sacramento, Calif. 

CW2 Sewoll approached the arca, and 
was forced to circle until he was given 
the o.k. from ground security to move 
in and drop the rigging crew off. When 
the go-ahead ws given, aircraft con- 
mander Sewell cropped his ship,a UH-1H 
"Huey", from the sky with a power-on 
auto rotation while continuously zig- 
zagging across the sky falling at a 
rate of 3400 fect pcr minute, or 120 
knots per hour. 

Sewell reached the drop-o"f point 
and began receiving automatic weapons 
fire from an undetermined size cnemy 
force. He landed his ship, dropped 
the rigging crew off, and was airborne 
azıin, all in a tinc span of five sec- 
onds; the chopper providing security 
for the recovery,followed CW2 Sewell 
into the drop-off point, was hit by 
Bniper fire, and was forced to return 
home. Ä 

"When the recovery ship landed in 
the rice paddy, we could sce the !dend

ground," said mechanic SP5 Terhune. 

"As we left the chopper and ran to- 
wards the bird, automatic weapons fire 
opened up into the paddy. We kept 
running even though it was hard going 
in the two feet of mud, anc when we 
reiched the chorper I could still hear 
automatics going off; then mortars be- 
gan exploding around us. 

"We attempted to rig the chopper as 
quickly as possible, which usually 
takes from five to six minutcs, but 
the work was slowed becuase we were 
forced by hostile fire to kcep very 
low while rirging the bird. Morikawa 
and myself tied down the front and 
bick blade while SSG Farrior rigged 
the hcad, and then we sécured the in- 
sideof the chopper making surc nothing 
woul’ fall out and the chopper. could 
be lifted out smoothly. F Ga 

"This all might scemy and usually 
is a smooth job, but” there was very 
little cover, and hot led was in the 
air. Morikawa and myself got a little 
jumpy when the security force came 
down to ..give us more cover." 

SP5 Terhune continued, "Once the 
dead bird was rigged, we moved bick to 
the firing point the 'grunts! had set 
up for security, and were given worn 
thit the CH-47B 'Chinook! cargo heli- 
copter would be in for the pick-up in 
approximitely five minutes. When the 
Chinook arrived SSG Farrior climbed to 
the ton of the owned chopper and pop- 
ped smoke, the signal to our recovery 
ship thit we were ready to be picked 
up, 

"I can remember 'Sarge'saying later 
that hc’ !thought it was all over! when 
the CH-47B pick-up shipstarted receiv- 
inc fire just six feet over his head," 

"It wasn't one minute later that 
the dead bird was:on its way out and 
Mr. Sewell wis there to pick us up," 
noted Terhune, "I don't know if we 
were receiving fire on the way out; I 
wis just glad to be in the air once 
again."

Thought that we would use this first 
column to discuss something on every- 
one's mind, Victnam. As we ali know, 
there is a job to be done over here 
and experienced men are necded. How- 
ever, a tour in Victnam also offers 
golden opportunities that will benefit 
you from financial and career stand- 
points. er 

For example, have you ever given 
any thought as to how much additional 
money you can make and save while in 
Vietnam? | 

First off, all pay and allowinees 
for enlisted men are tax-free, Just 
add your withholding taxes to your 
take-home pay and you can see how much 
additional money you will have. 

That's just a start, Add the extras, 
Depending upon your rank, you receive 
an additional $8 to $22.50 a month 
foreign-duty pay. That is tax-free . 
Hostile-fire pay adds another $65 a 
month to your paycheck,again tax-free. 

"What other benefits does the man in 
Victnam get? 

. Well, there is free postage and up 
to seven days of R&R for every 12 
months of serfice. For this R&R, the 
Army flics you,free of charge, to such 
locitions as Hong Kong,Bangkok, Tokyo, 
Singapore, Australia and Hawaii. You 
may also go on a three-day R&R within 
Vietnam, 

When your one-year tour of duty is 
over in Vietnam, and if you decide to 
extend in the country foran additional 
six months, you will be given 30 days 
of non-chargenble leave, includin” 
free round-trip transportation to al- 
most any point in the free world that 


you_sclect. | 


For the man who does not want to 
extend his tour in Vietnam, there are 
other opportunities. 

- Toward the end of a Vietnam tour, 
any enlisted person, regirdless of pay 
grade, may reenlist for the CONUS Sta- 
tion-of-Choice option. This assures a 
one-year stabilized tour at the state- 
side station you choose. It is mormal- 
ly open only to enlisted.men in grades 
E-l through E-6. In Vietnam it is open 
to everyone regardless of grade. . 

The Oversea Arca-of-Choice . option 
is another reenlistment opportunity 
open to enlisted men in Vietnam, It 
is available to men inygrade E-6 or ` 
below without regard to umber of years 
service completed. .-“ 

A third option for which the Viet- 
nam-bascd enlisted man is eligible is 
the drill sergeant reenlistment pro- 
gram. It offcrs a stabilized tour of 
18-months at a stateside training cen- 
ter of the man's choice, Qualified NCOs 
and Specialists in grades E-4 - E-7 
can reenlist for this duty whils in Viet- 
nam or any other unaccompanied short- 
tour area,: A big advantage of the drill 
sergeant program is that a man can be 
promoted from E-5 to E-6 without regard _ 
to time in grade or. service, Eligibi- 
lity lists for this fast promotion op- 
portunity are made up from those drill 
sergeants with four months of outstan- 
ding performance. 

So, 28 you can see, a tour in Viet- 
nam offers you both financial and 
carcer advantages,
